actions toward the board, (In July, 
OEO labeled the Biack Panther Party 
subversive and directed BCDC toana- 
lyze its moves, At that time the people 
decided that if the four members seat- 
ed from the Black Panther Party were 
subversive then the people who elect- 
ed them must be, If that is true then, 
as one senior citizen stated, ‘‘...bags 
of groceries must be subversive...’’). 


Just as the people in the Black 
community did not allow the members 


of the Black Panther Party to be un- 
seated, the people refused again to 
follow the directions of ORO. A mo- 
tion was made to seat the new organi- 
zations and to implement the board’s 
right to self-determination, The mo-

On thenext day, Ted Carter, from the 
state offices of OEO, announcedonra- 
dio that he knew nothing of all this talk 
about self-determination, he only knew 
that the BCDC Board. of Directors 
was clearly in defiance of federal 
law (050 guidelines).
